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1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
which forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in 
this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention 
is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences 
between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a 
whole would have been obvious at the time the invention 
was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art 
to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability 
shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Uyttendaele et al . in view of Urashima et 
al., Hamano et al . and Hal et al . Uyttendaele et al . teaches an 
electrophotographic process in which a toner having two reagents 
is transferred and fixed by heat or heat and pressure. 
Applicant's attention is directed to column 4 lines 30-35 wherein 
is taught the toner having two reagents that react together 
during the fixing step. The use of a toner that reacts with heat 
or heat and light is further taught by Hamano et al . where low 
temperature is utilized in the fixing of a toner having a binder 
resin with a crystalline component that lowers the melting point 
of the resin. Urashima et al . also teaches the low temperature 
fixing of an electrostatic toner. Applicant's attention is 
directed to column 1 lines 62-69 and column 12 lines 50-65. Hal 
et al. teaches a heat activated electrophotographic printing 
process in which transfer of the developed image can be to 
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clothing or textile materials (note the Background of the 
Invention) in which heat is used to activate the dyes in the 
transfer process. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of applicant's invention with a 
reasonable expectation of success to utilize in the fixing of the 
electrostatic developed image reagents that react to improve the 
image of the transferred toner having two reactants that react in 
the fixing of the developed image.
